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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyndeboro: 

I submit my ninth annual report as Superintend- 
ent of Schools. 

School Organization 

The only change from last year’s organization is 
the closing of the Johnson Corner School and the 
transporting of six pupils from that district to Per- 
ham Corner. There has been no change in the 
teaching staff aside from this. 

The statistical report shows the facts in regard 
to enrollment both for last year and this year and 
the striking fact in the situation is the increase in 
enrollment at the South School. This has brought 
about a crowded condition because the school room 
is not the proper size for that number of pupils. If 
the pupils who are now in the school are all with us 
next September and the usual number of pupils 
enter the first grade at that time we shall have at 
least forty children to provide for, and there will 
also be pupils in the eighth grade. Fortunately there 
are no eighth grade pupils in that school this year. 
Whether the solution of this matter shall be some 
temporary expedient or a change to a two-room 
building, is a matter for consideration at the March 
meeting. Either solution will involve additional 
cost above the amounts provided for in the budget 
prepared by the School Board. 


Supervision 
In the past two years I have been able to in- 
crease the proportion of time devoted to school 
room supervision so that for the current year it 
amounts to 65% of my total time; 25% is devoted 
to office work which includes the tabulation and 
study of teachers’ tests and standardized tests, and 
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the remaining 10% is devoted to other activities 
including School Board meetings, conferences and 
visits outside the district. 

The testing program is being conducted along 
the same lines as described in previous reports. In 
addition, I have this year begun a practice of mak- 
ing special reports to the parents as to their chil- 
dren’s success in these standardized tests. The re- 
sults of the Stanford Achievement Tests given in 
January are now being sent out to the parents, and 
the results of the reading tests in the Primary 
grades will be sent out later on. These reports are 
intended to give the parents an opportunity of mak- 
ing the same comparison, between the standing of 
their children in these tests and the teacher’s marks, 
that we have been making and using for the past 
three years or more. We are using standardized 
tests that are in general use throughout the country 
and have been perfected to such a degree as to fur- 
nish a very reliable measure of accomplishment in 
the grades for which the tests are standardized. 

A general invitation is extended to parents to 
confer with the Superintendent and teachers, for 
there is much that we are able to tell in a confer- 
ence that it is impossible to put into a written re- 
port. 


Medical Inspection 
The annual medical inspection is being made by 
the Wilton nurse, Mrs. Gilbert, the same as last 
year, but no report is available because the work 
has not been completed at this writing. 


The Budget 
The total estimated cost of maintaining schools 
in the group of state aid items for 1932-1933 is ap- 
proximately $600 less than last year’s estimate. 
This $600 represents the saving in the plan of pro- 
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viding for the Johnson Corner children by means 
of transportation rather than maintaining the John- 
son Corner School. The additional sums including 
statutory requirements total about $200 less than a 
year ago, representing a reduction of $50 in the es- 
timated cost of high school tuition and the omission 
of the item extraordinary repairs. The estimated 
revenue for the year is approximately $60 more 
than one year ago. We anticipate a balance at the 
end of the current year large enough to warrant the 
setting aside of $500 to decrease the amount to be 
raised by taxation this year, but we shall lose ap- 
proximately $350 state aid because of the saving in 
state aid items already referred to in connection with 
the closing of the Johnson Corner School. We do not 
anticipate any income from tuition pupils. The total 
sum recommended to be raised by taxation is 
$6054.50 as compared with $6,943.95 last year. 

The interest and cooperation of the School Board 
and citizens is as greatly appreciated as it has con- 
tinually been during my period of service in this 
district.
